TO THE 

SECRETARY, DEPARTMENT OE AGRICULTURE AND 
TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION FOR IRELAND. 


Sir, 

I have the honour to submit the following Report of Proceed- 
ings under the Diseases of Animals Acts for the year 1917. 

I. LEGISLATION. 

Only two Orders under the Diseases of Animals Acts were 
issued by the Department in 1917, a local Order relating to Sheep 
Dipping, and a General Order permitting of restrictive action 
with regard to imported horses, asses, or mules. 

II. DISEASES OF ANIMALS. 

The list of diseases calling for Departmental action under the 
Diseases of Animals Acts, comprising Cattle Plague, Cattle 
Pleuro-Pneumonia, Foot and Mouth disease, Swine Fever, 
Anthrax, Sheep Scab, Sheep Pox, Glanders or Farcy, Epizootic 
Lymphangitis, Parasitic Mange, and Rabies, remained unaltered 
during the year. Save for three isolated outbreaks of Anthrax, 
the country was entirely free from any of the above-mentioned 
maladies to which cattle are liable; and Swine Fever and Sheep 
Scab, respectively, continued to be the only diseases calling for 
official attention among pigs and sheep. With regard to equine 
diseases, the year was marked by a considerably reduced pre- 
valence of Parasitic Mange, while Glanders, the only other 
equine malady, was confined to one case. 

Bovine Tuberculosis, though a disease scheduled under the 
Acts, remained outside the scope of the Department’s activities, 
the Order with regard to the disease being in abeyance. 

During 1917, for the third year in succession, no outbreak of 
Foot and Mouth disease occurred in Ireland, 

foot and mouth and the year passed without any outbreak 
disease. being confirmed in Great Britain to necessi- 
tate the enforcement of special precautions 
against the spread of infection to this country. 

In the three outbreaks of Anthrax above referred to, five 
anthrax. cattle were affected, all of which died. 

Outbreaks of Sheep Scab, during the twelve months,^ num- 
bered 419, disfcribiited over 36 counties and 
SHEEP SCAB. county boroughs, upwards of 70 per cent. 

being in Ulster and Leinster. The figures 
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represent appreciable - improvement on the position with regard 
to this disease in the previous year, when 530 outbreaks were re- 
corded. Hitherto it has been necessary to discount the value of 
comparative figures in dealing with Sheep Scab, but in 1917 
special measures, framed with the object of securing a wider and 
more thorough attention to periodical dipping, had been adopted 
by the majority of Local Authorities, and it is not unreasonable 
to conclude that the diminution of the number of outbreaks was 
a- direct result of these measures, or to anticipate even more satis- 
factory results from a more general application of them in suc- 
ceeding years. 

The following figures with regard to dipping in 1916 and 1917 
will be of interest in this connection : —

The statistics with regard to Swine Fever iii 1917 are indica- 
tive of a considerably decreased prevalence 

swine never. of this disease throughout the country 
generally, the number of outbreaks confirmed 
in all Ireland during the twelve months being only 196, as com- 
pared with 312 in the preceding year. In view of the diminution 
of the stock of swine in the country, these figures cannot be 
regarded as exactly measuring improvement in the Swine Fever 
position, but they represent, on the whole, a more satisfactory 
state of matters than could have been anticipated, seeing that 
Departmental action in the direction of suppression and control 
of the disease was necessarily restricted by shortage of staff. It 
is also satisfactory to record that before the close of 1917, some 
advance has been made in the direction of providing means of 
substituting the serum treatment for the other methods pursued 
in respect to swine fever in this country. 

One outbreak of Glanders, in which only one horse was con- 
cerned, occurred in Ireland during the 
glanders. twelve months under review. The disease 
is, happily, of rare occurrence in recent 
times, only six outbreaks, and these of an isolated character, 
having been recorded during the period of ten years in which the 
importation of -equines has been controlled. The preservation of 
the country’s position of almost complete immunity from Glan- 
ders or Farcy is a matter for special congratulation, having re- 
gard to the importance of maintaining a .clean bill of health in 
the interests of the national horse breeding industry. 

In 1917 the number of outbreaks of Parasitic Mange was less 
than in any year since 1908. Only 46 out- 
parasitic mange, breaks .were confirmed in the twelve months 
as compared with 59 in the preceding year. 
As is customarily the case, a large proportion of the outbreaks 
occurred in the city of Dublin. 
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III. EXPORTS OF ANIMALS. 

The figures in Table II. (Appendix 2) show a net increase of 
48,877 in the number of animals of all classes exported from 
Ireland in 1917 as compared with the previous twelve months. 


The exports of cattle totalled only 1,258 less than in 1916, in 
which year the volume of exports was exceptionally large. Nearly 
half the exports consisted of fat cattle, and the great bulk of the 
remainder consisted of stores for fattening purposes. Owing to 
the operation of the Department’s Orders under the Mainten- 
ance of. Live Stock Act, the exportation of “ Springer ” cattle 
practically ceased in 1916, and only 82 such cattle left the coun- 
try in 1917. It was not until the last month, of the year that 
the export of Milch cows became subject to restrictions under the 
Act, and the number of such cows exported during the whole 
year was only slightly less than the abnormally large export, of 
the previous year. The export of animals classed as calves, 
which in 1916 was considerably under normal, was, in 1917, 
practically double the export in the previous year, notwithstand- 
ing the fact of the export of sucking calves being prohibited. It 
was not till 1918 that the prohibition of the slaughter and export 
of calves was applied to all calves under six months old. 

The* figures relating to the export of sheep show a very con- 
siderable total increase on 1916, 763,111 sheep of all classes 
being shipped, as compared with 637,127 in the previous year; 
the increase being distributed in fair proportion amongst fat, 
stores, and lambs. There was a substantial falling-off in swine 
exports, nearly 80,000 less being shipped in 1917 than in 1916. 
The export of goats reached the record figure of 7 ,710, more than 
double the export in 1916. 

It is to be observed that while the decrease of the stock of 
animals in Ireland between the enumerations of June, 1916, and 
June 1917, amounted to 455,758, the stock of sheep was re- 
duced by no less than 342,717, and that of goats by 24,537. 


As regards the export of equine animals, the tendency to de- 
cline, manifested since the beginning of the War, is observable 
in the figures for 1917. In the latter half of the year the export 
of horses suitable for agriculture was, m effect, prohibited, and 
only 5,602 horses of all classes were shipped to Great -Britain 
during the whole year, as compared with 6,878 m 1J16, when 
shipments represented less than one-fifth of the average tiafiic. 
in normal years. As in 1916, the export of other eqmnes was 
only nominal. As against the 5,602 horses exported 3,392 were 
imported during the year. None of the figures with regard to 
horses, asses, or mules includes animals exported or imported by 
His Majesty’s Government for military purposes. 


IV. IMPORTS. 

The figures with regard to imports of animals during 1917 
show a net decrease of more than 50 per cent, on the figures oi 
1916. The imports of cattle and swme (imported for bieedm D 
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purposes only) declined, respectively, from 415 to 833, and from 
43 to 26, and only 3,392 horses were imported, as compared with 
4,944 in the previous year. At all times the great bulk of the 
live stock imports consists of sheep, and the year under review is 
remarkable for the fact that the import of sheep of all classes 
reached a total of only 8,367 (including 7,469 stores) as compared 
with 20,182 in 1916. It will be observed, moreover, that, prior 
to 1917, the tendency of store sheep imports had been to increase. 

V. MAINTENANCE OE LIVE STOCK. 

To the Orders under the Maintenance of Live Stock Act, 1915, 
in force at the end of 1916, the Department added, in 1917, a 
further Order, entitled the Maintenance of Live Stock (Ireland) 
Temporary Order of 1917, which came into force on 1st Decem- 
ber. By this Order, the restrictions on export or slaughter, 
already in force with regard to cattle in calf, sucking calves, and 
breeding sows, were temporarily applied to all female cattle that 
had not passed a certain stage of dental development and to 
milch cows. The reason of these restrictions was the obvious 
decline in the stock of cattle and the grave shortage of milk 
supplies. Their effect did not, of course, become apparent in 
the year under review. The Orders with regard to in-calf cattle 
and calves, which were in force throughout the year, there is 
reason to believe, contributed usefully to the maintenance of 
the stock of cattle in the country, while the Order with regard 
to Breeding Sows undoubtedly averted the danger which 
threatened the future of pig breeding. 

In connection with the Tillage campaign undertaken in 1917, 
the Department availed themselves of the powers conferred on 
them by the Defence of the Realm Regulations to regulate the 
exportation of horses with a view to maintaining a stock of horses 
sufficient for the cultivation of the land. The Order issued by 
them in the matter — the Horses (Prohibition of Exportation 
from Ireland) Order — operated from July, 1917, to the following 
Januaiv, and enabled the Department in this period to secure 
the retention in Ireland of horses suitable for agricultural work. 

VI. TRANSIT OF ANIMALS. 

The regulations in force with regard to the protection of 
animals from unnecessary suffering' during transit by railway 
received the customary measure of attention at the hands of the 
Department’s Transit Inspectors during the year. Notwith- 
standing the very heavy traffic in live stock, and the special diffi- 
culties with which it had to 'contend in the tliird year of the 
War, the causes of complaint brought under notice were few and 
unimportant. The Inspectors attended a large number of Fairs 
during the year, and inspected the animal transit arrangements 
at the Stations in connection with these fairs. They also in- 
spected the transit arrangements at many other Stations. 

At the ports of shipment the Department’s staff of Veterinary 
Inspectors and Ship Inspectors continued throughout the year 
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to exercise close supervision of the shipment and landing of 
live stock with the object of enforcing the regulations respecting 
the health of the animals embarked or landed, and of securing 
their humane treatment during shipment or unshipment. The 
traffic continued to be affected by the conditions to which sea- 
borne traffic generally has been subject during the War, but the 
duty of the Inspectors was carried out with efficiency in relation 
to the vast number (upwards of one and three-quarter millions) 
of animals concerned.
